is generally prepared for it by fome particular account 
as excellency, printed in fome of the news Paar 
either by the Author himf=if, or by fome particu cA 
Friend. While it is in aétion, the Audience is magnihe 
fom time to time, in the like accounts : and whatever 
itis in the Play-houte, it is always reprefented in the Cof- 
fee houfe to a numerous Audience. When it comes - 
be printed, if by the good mansgement of a party = s 
been kept upon the Stage, with indifferent fuccels for vt 
nights, the Author is fo grateful, as publickly to thank the 
Tow» for their great indulgence, and to make his acknow- 
ledgments to fome of the principal Aétors, for their ex- 
tream civility, care, and excellent performance. If it have 
but jult eferped being damned and hiffed off the Stage, 
the Patron is then affured by the Author, that she appro- 
bation of the rational and unprejudiced part of the Town 
has amped fome kind of value upon st. Soon after this 
it dies, lamented chiefly by the Book-feller ; and none 
of thofe Friends who were fo kind as to celebrate its 
birth, thew any figns of grief at its death, or be- 
wail its untimely fate, either in an Elegy, or an Epitaph. 
Thus it would become, in three months fpace, as un- 
keown, and forgotten, as if it had died threefcore years 
ago; did not the Ghoft of it appear in Shops, and upon 
Stalls, for fome time after, to the terror both of Book- 
fellers and Authors, ’till Jayed by that fuccefsful Compo- 
fer of refile/s Spirits, Mr. James Jonas, Wafte-paper Mer- 
chant near Smithfield But the fhort lite which the Com- 
politions of our Fraternity injoy, is compenfated in fome 
meafure, by the loudnefs and extent of their fame whi'e 
alive: for, like the difplofion of a dlunderbufs at random, 
they caufe people to gape and ftare for a good while at 
they know not what, while they wonder at the diftur- 
bance raifed in the air by flath, noife, {moak, and ftench. 

And if the Works of our private Members are atten- 
ded with fo much eclat, it is no wonder that the weekly 
Memoirs of our Society have been fo well received by 
the learned and polite part of the Town; which imme- 
diately entered into the defign of their publication. But 
fince the generality of our Readers have not the fame 
penetration ; and if they had, fince our firft Journal, 
which gives an account of our defign, is not now to be 
had; it may not be improper to fay fomewhat more ex- 
Plicitely of it in this, in order to make it the more uni- 
ver fally underftood. 

It confifts of two parts: a Letter, or an Effay upon 
fome learned fubjeét ; and an exaét account of all the 
moft remarkable news, both domeftic and foreign. 

Our chief aim in the former is to'reform the tafte of 
the generality of Readers, which is very much depraved: 
infomuch that for one perfon who writes ill, there are 
at leaft twenty who judge amifs. 

Ill writers and ill judges of writing, (like ignorant 
Doctors and A pothecarics) confpire to promote each others 
bufinefs, to the detriment of the Public; tho’ the latter 
are much more blameable than the former, fince thefe 
read out of choice, whereas many of thofe-write out of 
neceflity. And could the palate of Readers be once cu- 
ted, fo as to relifh fuch food of the mind as is whole- 
fome and nutritive, they would naufeate and rejet all 





that trafh, which not only palls the rational appe- 
tite, and hurts the eyes of the underftanding, but | ke- 
wife corrupts and depraves che mind, and fills it with 
a complication of difeaies. By this means the Retailers 
of lewd and vicious nonfenfe would be foon obliged to 
take up with fome other employment, if not ufcful, 
yet however lefs prejudicial, to the Public. 

As our defign, being levelled againtt ftupidity, and chiefly 
wicked ftupidity, muit be owned to be in itielf com- 
mendable: fo in the execution of it we fhall conduct our 
{elves without any partiality, either towards parties of 
men, or private perfons; nor fhall ever defignediy infert 
any thing by way of reflection upon either, without fut- 
ficient grounds. And if any thing of that nature fhou'd 
happen through inadvertency or m:f information, as foon 
as ever we are better informed, the retractation fhall be 
made as public as the reflection. 

To fhew that we have hitherto aéted with fuch im- 
partiality, it wil! not be improper to give two or three 
inftances. 

At the beginning of the laft month, we received a 
letter, together with a copy of verfes, refie@ing upon 
Mr. Wirks and Mr. Cisser, for rejecting Timolon, and 
bringing Sopke:isba upon the Stage: which copy, ending 
with thefe two lines, 


Their curfes freed Timoreon from the grave ; 
But miracles muft SorpnonisBa fave. 


was printed in the Morning Poff, and in Fog’s fournal 
But we thought proper to decline inferting any thing, 
which might unjuftly refleé&t upon two fuch eminent 
perfons, both of them famous Aétors, and one an antient 
and illuftrious Member of our Society. For at that time, 
there was no vifible reafon to condemn their united judg- 
ment in preferring one of thofe Tragedies to the other ; 
nor has the learned Tim Bircu, the Author of the 
Criticifm on the new Sophonisba, advanced any thing 
fince in prejudice to their judgment. 

Tho’ we wonder at the wit and learning of this 
Author; yet we cannot approve of his conduct in print- 
ng a Criticifm upon a Piay, before it was publifhed ; and 
infsrting in that Criticifm verfes and pieces of verfes of 
his owo making, and then reficcting on them as being 
in the Tragedy. Such great Wits fhould never truit 
their memories in things of this nature; and fhould em- 
ploy their invention not in the Text, but ouly in the 
Comment. 

A pretended Defence of the new Sophovisha, in anfwer 
to @ Critici[m cn that Play, by # Friend of the Awthor’s, 
has appeared {ince the publication of the Tragedy. That 
by a Friend of the Author's is meant a Friend of the Au- 
thor of the Criticifm, is very probable trom th: ftile and 
manner, which are exaétly the fime in both pamphiets. 
For a Perfon to write pro and con, or to anfwer himielf, 
is acommon pra¢tice among the Gru! ean Genth men: but 
it is not to be rafhly undertaken by young Cadetsin Po. 
lemics, being anenterprize proper on'y for Veterans, who 
are perfc&t in their exercice, who know all the contrary 
motions to the right, and to the left, and can handie rea- 
dily a'l forts of offenfive and defentive weapons, 

However, this Gentleman’s zeal is commendable, in 
endeavouring to expofe an Author, who will probably 
be a profeft enemy to our Society, of which by this cri- 
tical performance he himfelf feems to be qualified to be a 
member ; which honour may be one day con‘erred up- 
on him. But at prefent it will be delayed, on the account 
of a paffage in the Critici/m, p.20. 1 (hrewdly fu/pea the 
Author's honefly, I fear be has been filching ; it fmells fo 
rank of LONDON-BripGE and GRUB-STREET. 

This the Society refented as a very unjuft afperfion; 
there being no manner of communication in a learned 
way between Grub-/treet and London-Bridge. And a Gen- 
tleman, who had been abroad, faid, that the Critic had 
certainly in his mind the Pont neuf at Paris, where the 
Works of the Grub-fireet Society in that City are fung 
and fold. But Mr. Mevius, who has a good deal of fire, 
(which all Poets ought to have) could not contain him- 
felf any longer, faying, He was informed, thar the name 
of the Author of the Criticifm was Smacc-Bircu, and 
that of the Avthor of the Defence SMaLL-broox; whom 
from the fimiicude of their names, as well as of their 
natures, he imagined to be one and the fame Perfon. On 
this occafion, he faid he had made two extempore Di- 





fticks, to thew how well they brook’d their names, which’ 
with Mr. Pretident’s leave, (who, he knew, did not 
much approve that fort wit, tho’ feveral of the Members 
then prefent did) he would repeat. 


So {inall the Birch, with which thou firik’R our Foe 3) 
Unhurt, unmov'd, he never feels the blow. 

So {mall thy Brook of wir, it runs with pain, 

Cold, fhallow, muddy, murm’ring through the plain. 


I fhall give another inftance of our impartiality, by prine- 
ing a Letter, written in anfwer to that of ZoiLus, cons 
cerning a new Edition of Mirron, which was printed im 
our Journal, Numb. 1X. on the sth of this month, 


STIR, 
[" you think ther are no corruptions ia the Englith 

Poets, and coufequently no Fmendations to be made, 
as in the Greck and Latin, let me tell you, you are 
wrong. I imagine you are of that opinion, becaufe you 
write booty, and produce fham various Leétions upon 
Mittox, when you might have given us hundreds of 
true ones, if you had read that excellent Poet with care 
and underftanding, and com pared al! the Editions of him 
with one another. Certainly the laft Edition by Ton- 
fon is ful! of horrid hallucinations, and requires the mae 
nus medica of a zood Critic, as much as Horace or Tee 
rence. If the Dr. whom you are pleafed to call Zoilus, 
fhould publ th his corre@ions of Micron, you wou'd fee 
how far that Author is from being clean. Is it not 
plain, from Pope’s Edition of Shakefpear, and Theobald’s 
Remarks and Emendotions, which are moft of them cer= 
tain, that poor Shakelpear is in a worfe condition, and 
fuller of talfe readings than any of the Antients ? If 
there was haif as much nonfenfe and abfurdity in Ari- 
ftophanes or Sophocles, as is yet to be found, after all 
Pope’s and Theobald’s labours, in almoft every page of 
Shakefpear, I am fure they would be far from deferving 
the admiration and praifes they have had for fo many 
ages. I am told, that the Dr. you mention has feveral 
bundreds of Emendaticns upon Mitton. If they. are 
half of them as good as one I bave lately heard in cone 
verfation, an edition from that reforming hand of his, 
would pleafe every body. Where Mitton has, * {melling 
gourd, the Dr. Corrects ir, /welling gourd: undoubtedly 
right; for the gourd has little or no finel!, farely not 
enough to have the epithet of fmclling. Indeed the Mee 
lon has a fine high ime!l, and the epithet might have 
becn tolerated there. Then the Dr. fhews from Propgr- 
Tius that Mitton writ fwelling ; 


Ceruleus cucumis, tumidoque cucurbita ventre. 


Which verfe our Poet muft neceflarily have had before 
his eyes, when he calied the ;ourd, fvelling. Tes known 
to every body, thar the cxcurtita belies out ftrangely as 
‘ft grows; and St.Jerom very quaintly calls che belly of 
a Jug, excurbita vofeuli. T find alfo in Salmuth upon 
Pancirolus de rebus deperdicis, that formerly the Vafalli, 
that cuckolded their mafters, were {aid cucurbitare domi- 
nos fos, Why, I can’t conceive: whether, becaufe afe 
ter the eucurbiration the woman’s wafte, or the man’s 
head, protuberated like acucurbita; or becaufe the gourd 
naturally twelis and bumps out, and has the proper epi- 
thet of tusmid, aod in the Priapeia is called feminofa; or 
becaule filly flupid fellows are faid lippire cucurbitas, & 
cucurbitarum cazita habere, as cuckolds have horns. Or 
perhaps, after all, (ince in fo dubious a point of Learn- 
ing there’s room for conjecture.) the expreffion had its 
rie from the ule of the cucurbira, which befidesa gourd, 
fiynifics alfo a cupping glafi, Now Celfus in his Chap. 
de fanguinis detrathone per cucurbitulas, fays they are 
ufed, cither when the materia qua intus eft ladit, or ubi 
eft irflatio, 

But to return, I”!l venture to effure you, that not only 
Mitton, and SHAKEspEaR, and WaLcer, but all our beft 
Poets are full of fulfe Leétions, that make them read flat 
and brlow themtelves, if not talk nonfenfe. For a demon- 
ftration of what 1 fay, Ph here give you fome lines, 
with notes upoa’em, of a fatyr of my Lord R—— &c. 


Thus far was order’d by the Society to be printed : 
hut the criticiims that folow were thought proper to 
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be omitted, becaufe to have inferted them would have 
been adum agere. For all the readings, which this learn- 
ed Gentleman mentions, have been reftored in the accu- 
rate editions of my L. Rochester's Poems, publifhed 
by the learned Kirceus, which are the moft complear, 
and are ufed by the venerable Moshers of Drury-lane in 
their families. 

Our worthy Prefident, the moft antient of Critics, in- 
tirely approved of the reading abeve-mentioncd; and hid, 
that to be convinced of the jultneis of it, one need on- 
ly caft ones eye upon the context:

Where it is not at all probable, that Mitton would uf 4 


the epithet /melling twice, within the compafs of three 
lines. He added, that this learned Gent'emaa had as weil 
the true ftile, as the penetration of a Critic ; and that he 
hoped he would favour the Society, not only with more 
of his Remarks upon Mitten, but ikewife with fome 
upon Suakespear and WaLLer. That by bis afliftance Dr. 
'Zo1Lus wou d be better enabled to goon with his intended 
kdiuion of the firft, Mr. Tuecpatp to compieat that of 
the jecond, and Mr. Mavius to undertake a new one 
of the third. That thus it would evidently appear, by three 
fignal inflances, how much fuperior our Eaitions are, to 
thofe of our inveterate Enemies ; particularly Mr. Pope and 
Mr. Fenton; who have injurioufly incroached upon a 
province, which has, by a prefcription time out of mind, 
peculic'y belonged to the Gentlemen of our Society.
